No one was 
allowed to speak a word, He 
would take an hour to achieve 
what he wanted even in a 
minor situation, As for money, 
ne had the attitude of the truc 
artist. Money was something to 
be spent in production, not to 
he hoarded. He made fortunes 
and died penniless, which was 
what he intended . 


HIS TEARS WERE

T must be remembered that 
he was the link between 
sheer melodrama and the 
Shaw-Ibsen challenge of the 
play of ideas. Above all he re- 
garded himself as Shakespeare's 
chamberlain. He played Ham- 
let, Shylock, Othello, Henry V 
and even took on Romeo when 
he was in his forties. One night 
he played Iago, and when Ellen 
Terry, as Desdemona, asked 
him what she could do to win 
back the love of her lord, she 
did it so beautifully that real 
tears poured down his face. 

Then with the improvisation 
of a great actor he pretended 
that they were mock tears and 
made fun of them. The critics 
hailed it as genius. 

Crowned with success he 
stormed America and carried 
everything before him and like 
a good trouper he took in 
Canada ag well. Back in Lon- 
don he had become so powerful 
a figure that the Prince of 
Wales frequently stood in the 
wings to enjoy a performance, 
and Gladstone, when Chance!l- 
lor of the Exchequer, actually 
was one of the crowd on the 
stage and was spotted by the 
audience—which was not what 
Gladstone intended. 

He died ag he would have’ 
wished collapsing on the stago 
und living only a few ‘hours.

|Britain To Tackle The 
|Hoary Old Problem 
Of Tennis Amateurism 


Britain is going to tackle the hoary old problem of 
true amateurism in lawn tennis. 

For a long time now, world Jawn tennis circles have 
been concerned with what has became known as the 
“eight weel’s rule’—a regulation 


amateur player to receiving 
eight tournaments a year. 


Some lawn tennis enthusiasts 
in Britain have objected to this 
time limit ban and now a 
motion has been tabled for the ' 
annual general meeting of the 
British Lawn Tennis Association 
on December 6 here in Londen 
that this “cight weeks’ rule” 
shall be replaced by one which 
allows amateur players to 
“receive travelling and reason- 
able hotel, boarding house on 
similar establishment - expenses 
when playing in any tourna-. 
ment sanctioned by the national ; 
association of the country in 
which the tourndment is held.” 


SEQUEL TO MEETING 


This new rule is the sequel to 
the views expressed at the 
International Federation meet- | 
ing in Paris this summer, but! 
Mr S. B. Reay, the Secretary ‘or 
the British Lawn Tennis Asso- | 
ciation, explains that, even with 
the proposed new rule, a player , 
must still abide by the rules of 
his own national association. 


If it happens that a player | 
belongs 1o a country which still 
retains the “eight weeks’ rule,” 
it does nct mean that tne player 
automatically qualifies for ex- 
emption when he (or she) plays 
in a tournament sponsored by a 
country which has adopted a 
new ruling on this point. 

America showed its views on 
the question when Miss Dorothy 
Head, Irvin Dorfman and Fred 
Kovaleski, who are all “ranked” 
by their country and who 
played at Wimbledon, were 
barred recently from accepting 
any expenses by the American 
Lawn Tennis Association.

Mr Russell B. Kingman, the 
President of the American Lawn 
Tennis Association, announced | 
that the three players “had far 
exceeded the limitations of the;

The tin experts said there are 
four smelters in the world aside 
from the United States' Texas 
City plant. Two of them—the 
Capper Pass smelter in England 
and one in Germany, specialise 
In low-grade concentrates. 

The William Harvey smelter 
in England now processes high- 
grade production of Bolivia, al- 
though it ts technically capable 
of handling lower grade ores. 

The Arnhem (Holland) smelt- 
ér has long continued its opera- 
lion in medium-grade concent- 
rates, according to these experts. 

The experts said the Capper 
Pass and German smelter might 
together absorb half the Boli- 
vinn low-grade production. But, 
they sald, it is doubtful that the 
market for secondary tin pro- 
duets, which they epeciolise In, 
could support such an expansion 
of eutput—United Press.

PROSECUTION STORY 


Opening for the Prosecution, 
Mr Blair-Kerr gave a detailed 
description of the area in which 
the alleged crime was committed 
—agricultural farm land by the 
edge of Gindrinkers’ Bay in 
Tsun Wan. The accused lived 
in a hut there, while the de- 
ceased and a friend of his, Li 
Foo-sing, lived in a tin shed in 
Kwai Chung Village over the 
hills from Gindrinkers’ Bay. 

Among the exhibits produced 
by Crown Counsel was one of 
banana trees, of which Mr 
Blair-Kerr said the Jury would 
be hearing quite a lot in the 
course of the trial. 

On August 3], deceased and 
his friend worked in the Gin- 
drinkers’ Bay area until 7 p.m. 
when they returned home and 
retired for the night. They 
awoke the next morning at 
dawn and were about to start 
work when they noticed that 
tools which they had _ placed 
against the side of their shed 
the night before were missing. 
Those tools consisted of a 
vegetable basket, a bill hook, a 
hoe, three rakes and two 
wooden buckets. They looked 
around their farm -and 
found a certain number of 
pak choi seedlings were also 
missing from one of their plots, 
apparently stolen during the 
night. The two men discussed 
the matter, and deceased, with- 
out waiting to have his morning 
meal, set out over the hills in 
the direction of Gindrinkers’ 
Bay to the accused’s hut, a 
walk which took about half-an- 
hour, and his friend, Li Foo- 
sing, never saw him alive again, 


SEARCH PARTY 


As deceased did not return by 
afternoon, Li Foo-sing organised 
a search party but failed to find 
him. A second search was 
made about 8 pm. but again

The body, said Mr Biair- 
Kerr, was very badly battered 
and had a length of rope around 
it.

The Police 
Surgeon, who was called, 
made a preliminary examination 
about 6.30 p.m. and came to the 
camclusion that death had 
«ccurred some 30-35 hours pre- 
yvously, which would place the 
time as between 7 a.m. and 12 
noon on September 1}. The 
cause of death was shock and 
haemorrhage from head injuries. 
Deceased had a serious fracture 
of the skull which the doctor 
said had been inflicted before 
aeath The body also’ bore 
wounds in the stemach which 
‘the doctor stated had been 
caused after death, and it was 
l later found that the prongs of 
‘one of the rakes exactly | fitted 
those wounds. Deceased also had

i POLICE DISCOVERIES 


Police investigations con- 
‘tinued and a length of rope was 
found attached to accused’s hut 
and a pole. In shape, texture, 
, number of strands and direction 
‘of twist, the doctor was of the 
opinion that it was similar to 
the rope around the deceased's 
body. A rake was also found 
and discovered to bear blood- 
stains.

The three accused were ar- 
rested in Kowloon om the night 
of September 2-3, and third 
accused ‘had with him a packet 
containing clothing which bore 
blood-stains of his own biood 
group. He.also had a lacerated 
wound on the right back of his 
head which, th doctor said, 
could have been caused by a 
blunt instrument, Third accused 
had told a relative that he had 
suffered that wound im a fight, 
ae had told another man that

All the accused had lived to- 
gether at the hut by Gindrink- 
ers’ Bay béfween May and 
September, said Crown Counsel, 
The Crown's-case was that the 
tools belonging to the dead man 
and his friend were found in 
the accused's farm, the de- 
eeased’s body was ‘also found 
there and the time of his death 
coincided with the time when 
he set out from his own hut for 
@ accused’s farm, 

The trial is proceeding.

Airline’s Appeal 
Three - New 
Affidavits 
Presented |

- Three additional affidavits, 
two of them with regard to 
registration of the aircraft 
and the third dealing with 
Chinese law, were received 
by Mr Justice Gould and Mr 
Justice Scholes in the Full 
Court of Appeal this morn- 
ing in the airlines case. 

The appeal brought by tha 
Civil Air Transport Incorporated 
against the judgment of the 
Chief Justice, Sir Gerard Howe, 
which dismissed their claim to 
possesston of 44 aircraft feild 
by the Central Air Transport 
Corporation and grounded at 
Kai Tak airfield, was adjourned 
on August 23 when judgment 
was reserved, : 

Mr Justice Gould then stated 
that in yiew of the difficult 
case the Court might want to 
hear Counsel further. 

It is recalled that the case 
for the CAT Incorporated was 
argued by Sir Walter Monckton, 
KC, MP, eminent leader of the 
English Bar, on March 28 and 
29. Sir Walter came specially 
from England to assist in the 
case.

Kowloon City Fire 
Suggestion 


Sir,—While all means of relict 
seem to have been taken and 
discussed by the Government in 
connection with the disastrous 
fire that broke out at Tung Tau 
Village, Kowloon City, on 
Wedne:day night, nothing has 
yet been hinted by the Govern- 
ment or suggested by anyone to 
the effect that the victims’ 
Identity Cards Tost 
consequence of the fire may be 
replaced without paymen: of the 
required fine of $5 each. 


It is the Government's rule 
that anyone having lost his/her 
Identity Cand inrespective of 
cause is required to pay a fine 
of $5 before a duplicate one can 
be issued, It is estimated that 
most of the victims im question 
have lost thelr Identity Cards 
through the fire, If they are 
required to pay the fine of $5 
each, it means that they have to 
defray the additional unforeseen 
expense after they have un- 
fortunately lost most, if mot all, 
of their belongings, although, on 
the other hand, it means thot 
dhe Government will have. an 
additional income of many 
thousands of dollars! But [ 
have good reason to believe that 
the Government is not prepared. 
to take ‘the advantage to aug- 
ment {ts treasury at the expense 
of such poor victims. I there- 
fore venture to suggest that the 
Commissioner of Registration of 
Persons be authorised to waive 
the fine of $5 each that would 
normally be imposed on such 
victims as those who have lost 
their Identity Cards evidently 
ag a result of the fire that broke 
out ot Tung Tau Village on 
Wednesday night. 


Finally, I beg to state that 
the abcve is written solely for 
the sake of charity and without 


the various countries in general. 
The Chicago Cenvention of 1944 
was ratified by the United States, 
the then Nationalist Govern~ 
ment of China and by the 
United Kingdom Government.
